Count Czernin Hopes 


That All Nations Will 


Agree to Disarmament

Vienna, Dec. 
11.—Count Czernin, 
tho former Austro-Hungarian foreign 
minister discussed today hie'- efforts 
and those of the Austrian gox'ernment 
to end the war anil outlined, what in 
his estimation were the problems to 
be settled before peace can be made 
secure.

Dundee, Scotland, Dec. 11.—Colonel 
Winston Spencer Churchill, minister 
of munitions, speaking: here Tuesday, 
emphasized the impossibility of coerc- 
ing Ulster in the matter of home rule 
for Ireland and said that the present 
government is anxious that the prob- 
lem be solved aa soon as possible. 
Colonel Churchill said: 
"Before tho war we had reached a 
definite arrang-oment with tho leaders 
of the nationalist party that Ulster 
was not to be coerced. It never was 
the policy of the lato liberal govern- 
ment to take coercive steps in Ire- 
land.- Why do not the Irish leaders 
come forward now and take . xip the 
burden- of. responsibility of sovorn- 
ment within the Rriftsh Empire? Why 
do they not. by a spontaneous feeling- 
of' comradeship, win Ulster? 
"The government Is most anxious 
that the Irish ciuestion be pressed for- 
ward vigorously to a solution. Great 
Britain g-oes to the pefl.ee conference 
ready to bestow self-g"ovemment on 
Ireland. 
It is only the quarrels and 
disputes of the Irishmen themselves 
that prevent a solution of this great 
question."

The development of any city has an immediate effect upon its educa- 


tional system. If the environment of a municipality is agricultural, it is 
natural that a portion of the school pupils -will be interested m agricul- 
tural subjects; if the predominating businesses are purely connnerciai, 
commerce subjects will be popular, and if the city Is a manufacturing 
centor, training along skilled lines -will appeal to a great percentage of 
tho children who are gettingt their education. 
- 
With the prospect of an increased population made up mostly oi 


skilled mechanics and their families, it is reasonable to believe that 
Janesvillo schools -will have to br'oaden its vocational branches of study. 
It will have to start right now to plan for supplying the future mechanics 
who will bo drafted for work in industrial plants. 


Janesville is a. city of approximately 15,000. Its growth has not been 


rapid in tho last fifteen years. But assurance is given that hundreds of 
families will be added to the population within the next five years. Most 
of these families will be headed by men who will work in the industrial 
plants. Their children will perhaps have an Inclination to follow Ciosa 
pursuits which their fathers have followed. 
It natuarlly follows that 


those children should be given every educational advantage possible to 
equip them for their future part in the city's activities. 
Work of an industrial nature for'boys in the Janesville schools begins 


in the seventh grado and Is continued through the hig-h school. 
The 


work is required in tho seventh and eighth grades, but is elective in the 
high school. The work of the seventh and eighth grades consists in the 
making- of a series of simple models in wood which do not embody the 
newer tdfio.s of manual training. 
/• 
The hish school offers mechanical drawing, architectural drawing, 


advanced woodwork, wood turning, forge and machine'shop work. 
None 


of this work shows tho development it should, according to the report 
made by exports who made an educational survey for the state board of 
education. 
The state board of education's experts say: "As would be expected 


when conditions are considered, the standard of the work is bel.ow fair 
for most subjects. 
In one particular, however, (drawing-) it may be 


classed as very good. The weakness of the work lies In the fact that there 
is no definite policy outlined, and no correlation between departments. 
Each teacher works out his own salvation independent of the others. 


"The industrial school is seriously handicapped through the lack of 


proper rooms to carry on laboratory %vork and also for the lack of equip- 
ment. There can be little development under the present conditions. A 
development of tho work in such lines as electricity, gas engine and auto 
mechanism, is highly desirable. It would give added interest to the 
work and would give the boy a keener sense of appreciation of the indus- 
tries."The experts point to three factors which arc involved In making- 
provision for industrial education. They are the employment of proper- . 
ly trained teachers under adequate supervision and who should have 
facilities for further training- when in service; organization of industrial 
courses with a view of co-operating- with the industrial establishments; 
.suitable rooms and necessary equipment to carry on the work intelli- 
gently. 
Jt is tho belief of the state board officials that work of a provoca- 


tional nature should begin in the. seventh grade and that the pupils 
.should be given the 'opportunity to spend one-half year at least in sev- 
eral different types of work before completing the eighth grade. 
It is 


their opinion that the ninth grade might well be used as a year in which 
tho pupil may concentrate on some special subject, if it'is necessary that 
he leave school at the end of the ninth grade. 


"The industrial work of the high school after the ninth grade," de- 


clares the report of the state experts, "should be such that tho pupils 
desiring- advanced technical training- but who may not go on to college, 
may receive it in the three latter years of the hig-h school. To do this it 
would be necessary for the pupil to spend about one-third of the school 
day in tho school shop vwith the possibility of a co-operative arrange- 
ment, with manufacturers^ 


"Tho industrial classes should obtain first-hand information of civic 


life, Industrial and commercial occupations by visiting industrial plants." 


Thus it will be seen? that among many other duties the city has to 


assume as quickly as arrangements can be properly mn.de, in the city 
schools, vocational trainin? will be one of the most important.
